Two private government members of the B.C. Legisla- 
ture today will introduce into the B.C, Parliament a resolu- 
tion urging that all persons of Japanese descent be repatri 
ated to Japan. 

The resolution will be proposed by A. C. Hope, Coalition 
member for Delta, and seconded by R. C, MacDonald, Coali- 
tion, Dewdney. 

The resolution notes that for many years the births of 
almost all Japanese children have been registered with the 
Japanese consul, in order to maintain Japanese nationality, 
and thus make them amenable to Japanese law; that there is 
a Japanese law making all males liable for military service 
on attaining the age of 16; that the Japanese race is entirely 
unassimilable with any white race in Canada, and that repe 
triation is not deportation, but merely sending persons 
home as they are still si: ch nationals

Stee or creamed eggs, meat or fish take on a 
festive air when dressed up with one of these 
two bread winners. 


BREAD STUFFING RING 
Combine 2quarts crumbled or cubed bread: 
34 cup minced onion; 1 cup chopped celery 
tops; salt, pepper and poultry seasoning to 
taste; 5{ cup melted meat drippings; 1 egg, 
beaten with 1 cup water or meat stock. (You 
may need a little more water, but don’t make 
it soggy.) Pack stuffing into a well-greased 
Ting mold, or shape it into a ring in a greased 
shallow pan. Bake in moderate oven (350° F.) 
about 30 minutes or until crispy-edzed and 
firm. Fill with stew, creamed meat or left- 
over meat in gravy. 


CRUSTY CUPS FOR CREAMED DISHES 
‘Trim off crusts from slices of bread; brush 
lightly with soft butter; then press the slices, 
buttered side down, into large muffin pans. 
Bake in moderate oven (350° F.) about 10 
to 15 minutes, or until edges are lightly 
tinged with brown and cups are toasted 
enough to keep their shape. Serve hot, filled 
with creamed eggs, chicken or salmon 


MELBA TOAST 

Use sliced bread or cut French bread into 
slices 54-inch thick; cut diagonally or in 
strips. For special occasions cut out figures 
from slices of bread with cooky cutters. Place 
on baking sheet in single layer. Dry out in 
very slow oven (250° F.) for 1}4 to 2 hours, 
er until very hard and golden-brown. Store 
in airtight container. 


FOR HOT BREAD ENTHUSIASTS 
Sprinkle the crust of a whole loaf or part of 
@ loaf generously with water without sepa- 
rating the slices; place in paper sack. Heat in 
moderate oven (350° F.) 10 to 15 minutes. 
Serve hot. And if you like garlic bread, butter 
the slices, rub with e clove of garlic, and then 
put the loaf beck together. Heat piping hot 
and serve.

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THE LONG-TERM VIEW 


As THE DAY APPROACHES WHEN 
Greater Victoria will embark on a new 
development in educational co-ordination 
through consolidation of existing school dis- 
tricts, it becomes increasingly important Yo 
view the issue in its long-term aspects. The 
change will entail reorganization on a large 
scale. In one instance, as far as this region 
ig concerned, it will require some financial 
sacrifice. But, in years to come, the advan 
tages ‘of amalgamation will be proved not 
only from the point of view of efficiency 
and expansion of educational opportunities, 
but in actual cash savings to the municipal- 
ities involved 
On the basis of its present 
Oak Bay will suffer a recession in the finan- 
cial compensation it receives from the gov- 
ernment for educational purposes, Improve 
ment in that condition, will occur 
with the anticipated equalization of assess- 
ments for which preparations are now being 
made, Furthern as more smaller homes 
are built in that municipality a larger 
number of school-age children come within 
borders, the monetary disadvantage of 
the consolidation will disappear and, in time 
the district will enjoy a greater share of the 
assistance provided by the province 
The city, Esquimalt and the sections of

ent, students from pjside districts 
the wider variety of the city curriculum only 
by paying special fees to attend Victoria 
High Moreover, duplications now. exist 
which could be virtually eliminated if pro- 
vision were made for students from one lo- 
cality to attend the school specializing in any 
particular line of study 
In the mass of detail work required by 
consolidation, one element wil] be of speci- 
fic loca] importance. The individual school 
boards of Greater Victoria will disappear, 
yielding place to a larger body, which, ac 
cording to present understanding, will in- 
clude nine members, four from the city, two 
from Oak Bay, two from Saanich and one

among those trustees who are required to 
give up their posts. That reaction would be 
readily understood, But it must be noted 
that school trustees, in this community 
least, have shown in the past an overwhelm 
ing desire to serve the interests of the young 
people in their territory. ‘That wish has 
relegated to secondary place the personal 
pride they take in their positions. It is safe
